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NEARLY HUNDRED DEAD 


Described as the most appalling disaster in recent American 
history, an explosion and fire have almost completely destroyed 
the famous Cleveland Clinic Hospital, with a loss, in terrible 
circumstances, of nearly a hundred lives. 

Dozens of others are suffering agony from the deadly 
effects of poison gas, which spread from blazing X-Itay_ films 
and the. Jaboratories through the blazing building'and-into the 
streets. People witnessing the dreadful affair collapsed, ‘while 
some of the patients were forced to lie helpless watching the 
deadly fumes creeping slowly towards tham.

Mr. R. Vatighan-Fowler, ‘of the

If 
thia ts correct, and I haye. good 
reason to believe that It is, Amoy 
naval aviation owes Mr, Wu a 
wrent debt of gratitude. I had 
the plensure of meeting Mr. Wu, 
but IT should never have learned 
fromhim that unless it had been 
for his: patriotic financinl help the 
ight could never have been made, 

Without doubt the flight ranks 
amongat the ‘firat grent aviation 
uchievements of recent years, and 
congratulations on {ts accomplish- 
ment are due to the two aviators 
concerned, to Mr. Wu, and to tho 
smanufacturors of the Cirrus, and 
the.
